USE OF WATERGLASS 


Of the many ways of preserving 
eggs there is none that can be so 
strongly recommended as by means of 
watergiass, or soluble silicate of soda. 
‘The disadvantage of the lime, salt and 
water method fs that while it preser- 
ves the contents in excellent condition, 
it makes the shells rough and very 
brittle, reducing their rnarket value 
considerably, With the waterglass 
there fs no such disadvantage, since 
‘t does not affect the shel!s in any 
way, Watergiass 
from almost any chemist's shop. and 
as a rule gellers enclose directions 
with each sample regarding the c:r- 
rect amount of water to be added. 
Sometimes it is five times as much 
by bulk or by welght, sometimes ten 
times, sometimes twelve. The eggs, 
which should be fresh, clean, and, if 
possible, infertile, should be placed in 
a glazed vessel’and the watergiass 
poured over them. Care must be 
taken that all the eggs are entirely 
submerged. For the benefit of those 
who know little of the process we may 
add that the use of waterglass for

HISTORY OF THE WEST|° 


VALUABLE WESTERN DOCL- 
MENTS PLACED IN ARCHIVES 


Professor Oliver of 


University, Discovers Important 
Masuscripte, Wich Throw Inter- 


esting Light on the Early History of 
the West. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The most 
Canadian historical documents which 
have been discovered for years were 
collécted this summer by Prof. Oliver, 
professor of history in Saskatchewan 
university Prof, Oliver, who has 
been working at the archives for the 
government, has succeeded in locat- 
ing practically all the records of the 
vid Assinibola council of Manitoba, 
which was the only government in 
the west. for years before Manitoba 
ntered confederation. Mast of 
there documents. it was supposed, 
were not in existence. Some of these 
inanuscripts were found by Prof. 
Oliver in Manitoba and some in the 
archives et Ottawa. 

Hon. Dr. Roche, secretary of state. 
under whose department the archives 
now falls and who is taking a keen 
personal interest in collecting records 
of Canado’s early history, thinks that 
these m‘nuscripits will prove of ex- 
ceeding value to historians and be- 
Heves that they will throw fresh light 
on the early history of the west. He 
had a conference in regard to them 
with Dr. Doughty, deputy minister of 
the archives and Prof. Oliver Oliver 
and decid-d to publish the newly fouud 
documents in blue-book form so they 
will be available to all interested iz 
western Canadian history. 

We have less information I find, 
said Dr. Roche, in-the archives in re- 
gard to the west than any other part 
of Canada. 1 want to secure all data, 
documents and manuscripts possible 
in regard to the early history of the 
west. Every year that passes makes 
it that much harder to secure. How- 
ever, the minister is not confining his 
efforts to the west alone and, with a 
view to strengthening the hands of 
Dr. Doushty in securing original doc- 
uments on Canadian history he has 
enlarged the manuscript commission 
by the addition of the following 
Names: Arch-deacon Armitage. Nova 
Scotia; Arch-deacon Raymond, St. 
John, NB; Hon. Thos. Chapais, 
Quebec; Prof. Grant, Queens univer- 
eity and Sir Edmund Walker, Ontar- 
io; Prof Chester Martin, Manitoba 
university and R. E. Gosnell, British 
Columbia 

Dr. Roche is also considering the 
appointment of a commission to go 
through all the Ottawa departments 
in a search for documents of histor- 
ical interest which should be preserv- 
ed in the archives, At present no 
effort is made to save or preserve de 
partmental documents and the depart- 
ments are filled with old files, which 
may hold documents of almost price- 
less value, 

In Eng'‘and, said the doctor, after a 
certain number of years all papers go 
automatically to the archieves. 1 
tnink it is a good plan and I will like- 
Yy recommend this system for Can- 
ada. 

Among the relies found were human 
bones shaped into instruments used 
by the Indians, probably wefore the 
advent of the white man into America.

Needs Many of Canada's Products 
Ottawa,.—The Canadian trade com- 


missioner in New Zealand, W. A.

According to the harmonies of the 
sospels, this iesson takes us back in 
the story a Jong distance, back to a 
time before the Sermon on the Mount, 
to a time soon atter the first miracle 
at Canan, and the meeting with the 
Woman o Samaria, according to Matt. 
xiil, 64-58; Mark vi, 1-6, Hie did 
revisit Nazareth after the events in 
Jast week's lesson and taught in the 
Synagogne but could do no mighty 
work except healing a few sick folk, 
because of their unbelief, They were 


astonished at His wisdom, but they 
Were offended at Him and said: 
“Whence hath this man all these 
things? Is not this the Carpenter, 
the Son of Mary, the brother of 
James and Joses and of Juda and 


Simon, and gre not his sisters here 
with us? He only replied, “A pro- 
phet is pot without honor but in his 
Own country and among his own kin 
and in lis own house.” Because 
He said something similar in our 
lesson for today some one must have 
thought the inefdents the same, and 
the more perhaps, because Luke only 
records this, and only Matthew and 
Mark the other.

Fatal Shooting 
Accident 


The town was startled on pautcay| 
by the report that Geo. ki. Bradwell, 
who lives on the old ‘Varren farm, 
had accidently shot himself, succumb. 
ing to his injuries shortly afterwards. 

Mr. Bradwell was employed ny Mr. 
Hendry. who now owns the farm, and 
had two daugtters and a son living 
with him, the eldest a girl of about 18! 
years of age and another daughter 
about 16, and the son 13 years, and 
came here from. England about nine 
months ago: 

It appears that Mr. Bradwell came

to shoot it. He went to the old black- 
smith shop on the place for the pur- 
pose of getting a Winchester rifle that 
was kept there, and that was the last 
seen of him until he was found in the 
shop with a bullet hole behind the 
right ear, the bullet going through 
the head and coming out at the top of 
the skull on the left. I'he little son, 
who heard the shot, became uneasy 
when his father did not return and 
went out to find him but could see 
nothing of him until he saw the door 
of the shop open and thinking that his 
father had gone back into the shop, 
looked it) and saw him lying on the 
floor, wounded as stated aliove, 

Help was immediately brought but 
the unfortunate man was breathing 
his last when aid arrived. Drs, Wort 
and Reid were at once telephoned for 
but by the time they arrived life was 
extinct. Coroner Stevens of Olds was 
notified at 4 o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon, but for some reason did 
not reach the scene of the accident 
till Sunday afternoon, the body lying 
where it was found till then. Ihe 
coroner decided after hearing the evi- 
dence of those around that an inquest 
was unnecessary. 

‘The accident has cast a gloom over 
the neighborhood where Mr. Bradwell 
lived as he was well liked by the few 
who knew him and healways appeared 
contented in his new life. 

Mr. Bradwell was a widower, his 
wife having died in the old country, 
and tesides leaving the chil 
tioned, above leaves some ikon 
who are married in the old country.
